The prospects of Christianity 
China are very much brighter than 
many people suppose.

ors was at the bottom of an evolution 
with patriotism and religion as its base 
The boxers and the Chinese as a whole 
were as much sinned against as they 
were sinning. 
“The first ground for hope of Chris 
tianity iii China is found in the ancient 
worship paid to Bhang Ti. 
This wor 
ship is much older than the time of 
Confucius. 
His teaching fairly iudors 
ed it, but did not originate it. 
Shang 
Ii today is the form of worship under 
the authority of state. 
Many authori 
ties versed in matters pertaining to 
things that are strictly Chinese hold 
that Bhang Ti is the true God. 
The 
missionaries ought to go to China, as 
Apostle Paul went to Athens. 
It is 
wonderful possibility, and at this very 
moment millions of Chinese are actual­ 
ly worshiping the true God. 
They pro­ 
nounce the name of Bhang Ti with rev­ 
erence as the name of the only true God. 
“A second ground for hope of Chris­ 
tianity is found in the Tai Ping insur­ 
rection against that Tartar dynasty. 
This movement was at heart a religious 
one. One earnest, leader caught from the 
Bible the inspiration which manifested 
itself in this uprising. 
After the war 
between China and Great Britain broke 
out ill 1833 1000 Chinese became believ­ 
ers in Jesus Christ 
They were then 
called God worshippers. 
A revolution 
is today impending in China. China is 
arousing from the lethargy aud sleep of 
centuries. Some of the most careful 
students of the present movements in 
China, men who have long lived there 
as missionaries, merchants and scholars, 
do not hesitate to confirm that the dom­ 
inant influence in China will be the 
Christian before the close of the first 
quarter of the Twentieth century.”
